Fire safety fines for rogue landlords

TWO landlords have to pay fines and 
costs of more than £7,000 after the 
royal borough took action to protect 
private sector tenants. 


The fines were issued against the 
landlords who let their properties with 
inadequate fire protection and failed to 
comply with fire safety regulations. 

It followed legal action by the Rogue 
Landlord Team, which successfully 
secured the prosecutions at Bexley 
Magistrates last month (July 27). 


The council set up its Rogue Landlord 
Team in 2013 to drive up standards in 
private rented properties, and take strong 
enforcement action against landlords who 
fail to manage their properties safely and 
responsibly. Last month’s prosecution 
followed successful convictions against 
two other landlords in June. 


In the first of last month’s cases, landlord 
Rafik Lunat was fined £2,000 and ordered 
to pay £1,000 costs and a victim surcharge 
of £200. This was for failing to comply 
with an Emergency Prohibition Order set 
up by the council to protect the safety of 
tenants at a property on Saunders Road, 
Plumstead. 

Inspections had revealed serious 
fire safety concerns such as fire doors

I WOULD like to express 
how disgusted I am with the 
pavements around where I 
live - it's like having a garden 
on the pavement. It's so 
dangerous I nearly fell after 
getting my foot caught in 
the weeds that are growing 
everywhere. I don't know how 
you can call this the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich, I have 
lived here for 35 years it has 
never been like this.

• A council spokesman 
said: "Firstly, apologies 
to Sylvia Thornton for not 
responding to her email. We 
have checked our records 
and have been unable to 
locate it. The Council would 
also like to apologise for the 
fact that delays in letting a 
contract to treat weeds in 
the borough has resulted in 
higher than average weed 
growth. The contract has now 
been awarded and the weed 
treatment programme started 
on July 20. We expect that all 


the roads in royal borough 
will be completed within four 
weeks, weather permitting. 
Subsequent applications will 
follow (we would normally 
make up to four in a full 
growth season). After each 
application the weeds will 
take up two weeks to show 
signs of dying off. They will 
then be removed during the 
scheduled weekly sweep. The 
new contract also covers 2016- 
17, so the problem should not 
be repeated next year." 



Still no space to park 


FIRSTLY, I would like to say that 'some' 
action has been implemented to 
tackle the problem of parking on the 
Plumstead High Street end of Ancona 
Road (the cul de sac), however I feel 
as if more could be done. There's 
been constant problems with parking 
there for years. Recently bay parking 
was recently introduced where 
you needed a resident permit to 
park on the road, however this only 
applies between the times of 9.30am 
and 11am. I find this completely 
ridiculous. The main problem is to do 
with people parking on the road and 
going to work in their kebab shops 
and off licences down on the high 
street and leaving their cars there 
until god knows what time, leaving a 
lot of residents without anywhere to 
park on their own street. There's also 
the school right outside, which makes 
the road look like something out of a 
destruction derby in the morning and 
in the afternoon when all the parents 
come to pick up their kids. I myself 


work from 2pm - 1 0pm and a lot of 
the time coming home at that time 
results in no space to park.

• A council spokesperson said: 

"We were pleased to read that 
Mr Utterson is pleased with the 
recent changes we made to parking 
arrangements in Ancona Road. The 
changes were made after extensive 
consultation with local residents and 
have been designed to deal with 
station commuter parking which is 
the biggest problem in the area. We 
were sorry to read that Mr Utterson 
continues to have problems because 
of the nearby school and shops. We 
work with schools to encourage 
parents and carers not to drive if they 
can and to park thoughtfully if they 
cannot. We will work with this school 
to improve the situation. We will also 
look to see if there is solution that will 
provide a better balance between 
the needs of local residents and local 
businesses and shoppers."

The mayor learned how to 
make a fire after exploring 
the Wide Horizons adventure 
learning centre in Shooters Hill.

incorrectly fitted and a lack of adequate 
escape routes in the five-bedroom property. 
Court action ensued when a follow-up visit 
by the team revealed Mr Lunat had failed 
to comply with the original order and 
create a safer environment for his tenants. 

In the second case, the defendant, 
Zhiyong Wu, was ordered to pay a fine of 
£3,000, as well as costs of £590 and a victim 
surcharge of £300. This was for failing to 
adequately improve his property after 
an initial investigation in April last year 
which highlighted a significant lack of fire 
safety provision. 

During the original inspection of the 
two-story semi in Eltham Palace Road, 
the team found the property lacked a 
fire alarm system, fire doors and fire- 
fighting equipment. Despite giving Mr 
Wu until December 2014 to carry out the 
improvement works they were not done 
and it was only recently that the full range 
of required safety improvements were 
eventually made. The court took into 
account the length of time taken by Mr 
Wu to take any action when deciding on 
the level of fine. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Royal Greenwich 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment said: “I hope that these 
cases show landlords and their tenants 
that we are fully committed to driving up 
standards in the private rented sector. It 
is not acceptable for landlords to continue 
to collect rents whist at the same time 
completely failing to comply with their 
legal responsibilities to protect tenants 
from serious harm. 

“We offer private landlords 
comprehensive advice and guidance to 
ensure that they know how to stay on 
the right side of the law, so there can be 


no excuse to continually ignore requests 
which are only in place to keep people safe. 

“It’s reassuring to know that the Eltham 
property now has the fire safety measures 
in place, and I’m pleased that the court 
has noted the unnecessarily long time it’s 
taken for these improvements to be made 
when considering its sentence.”

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Greenwich leads London's 
first FGM protection order

A WOMEN’S support 
centre, which receives 
funding from the royal 
borough, stepped in to 
help three young girls 
at risk of female genital 
mutilation (FGM) by 
using new laws created 
last month. 

The Her Centre made 
history by taking the 
case to the High Court 
where judges issued a 
Female Genital Mutilation 
Protection Order (FGMPO) 
preventing the girls from 
being taken overseas for 
the procedure. 

It was the first case in 
London where new laws 
were used to safeguard 
potential victims of the 
practice. Female Genital 
Mutilation Protection 
Orders (FGMPOs) are a 
new civil measure created 
on July 17 as part of the 
government’s work with 
victims, communities and 
professionals to address 
FGM. The action reflects 
the fact that FGM is a 
priority for the Safer 
Greenwich Partnership. 
The Partnership brings 
together the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich, 


the Metropolitan Police 
Service, the NHS and 
other public sector bodies 
in order to tackle crime, 
anti-social behaviour and 
substance misuse. It is 
overseen by Councillor 
Jackie Smith, Cabinet 
Member for Community 
Safety and Environment 
and Police Borough 
Commander, Helen 

Millichap. 

Orders are tailor-made 
to each case and can be 
issued to prevent a child 
from leaving the country, 
ensure mandatory 

medical checks or order a 
change of address so that 
authorities can monitor 
potential victims. 

The 34-year-old mother 
of three girls, aged six, 
nine and 12, initially 
contacted the Police’s 
Child Abuse Investigation 
Team, concerned for the 
safety of her family who 
were at risk of FGM which 
was being forced by their 
father and other relatives 
in Nigeria. FGM is illegal 
in both the UK, Nigeria 
and many other countries. 

The case was referred to 
the Her Centre, which took 
the case to the High Court 
working with the family 
solicitor from Hudgell 
and Partners who covers a 


weekly advice drop in. 

The woman-led charity 
which received funding 
from the council - under 
its Violence Against 
Women and Girls and 
Children’s Safeguarding 
arrangements - is based 
in Woolwich. It offers free 
and confidential advocacy, 
counselling, outreach and 
advice for women and girls 
in the borough. 

Her Centre director Stacey 
Smith said: “It is really 
positive that the police 
acted so quickly in the 
defence of these young girls, 
this case brings awareness 
to the kinds of protection 
available for young girls 
while also raising the profile 
of issues of this nature.”

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Help improve 
the borough's 
flood defences 


A FLOOD risk strategy has been written by 
the royal borough detailing how to deal 
with potential flooding - and now local res- 
idents can have their say on the strategy. 
After devastating floods in 2007 new laws 
were introduced requiring every local 
authority to have a strategy in place to 
deal with any potential incidents. The royal 
borough is interested in hearing from resi- 
dents about their experiences of flooding. 
The royal borough is responsible for local 
flood risks from surface water floods, 
ground water floods or from streams, 
rivers and canals. However flood risk from 
larger rivers such as the Quaggy, Kid- 
brooke and the Thames is the responsibil- 
ity of the Environment Agency. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and skills, said: 
"Flooding can strike suddenly anywhere 
and cause real devastation. It is absolutely 
right that we consider how we might cope 
with flooding from any local waterways so 
we are best equipped to cope in any worst 
case scenario. I really want local people to 
feed in their views and experiences so we 
can build up as good a picture as possible 
on local flooding risks so we can avoid any 
major incidences."

PUBLIC health warnings 
have been issued after a 
royal borough inspection 
of tanning salons. 

The investigation by royal 
borough trading standards 
officers is part of a regional 
initiative funded by the 
government. It follows 
concerns from results 
elsewhere in the country 
that many tanning salons are 
operating sunbeds which emit 
UV radiation levels above 
thesafe legal limit - potentially 
increasing the risks of skin 
cancer for users. 

Trading Standards 

previously advised all salons 
of compliance requirements 
and have been working with 
an environmental health 
licensing team to update 
operators’ licence conditions 
and provide advice and 


information on UV levels. 

Royal borough public 
health advisers explained 
that any exposure to a sun 
bed will increase your risk of 
developing skin cancer. They 
say sunbathers often believe 
that sunbeds are a ‘controlled 
way’ of getting a ‘safer tan’, 
but, they warn sunbeds can 
give out greater doses of 
UV rays than the midday 
tropical sun and can be more 
dangerous. They also stress 
that using sunbeds before the 
age of 35 increases the risk 
of skin cancer by up to 75% 
as well as speeding up the 
natural aging process. 

At this time of year in the 
summer and with summer 
holidays it’s important to 
be safe in the sun even if 
you’re not using sunbeds 
and residents who don’t use 


sunbeds are urged to: 

• Spend time in the shade 
between llam-3pm 

• Make sure you never burn 

• Aim to cover up with a 
t-shirt, hat and sunglasses 

• Remember to take extra 
care with children 

• Then use factor 15+ 
sunscreen 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member 
for community safety and 
environment said: “This 
investigation has highlighted 
a serious lack of adherence to 
health and safety guidelines 
and the royal borough will 
support business owners to 
ensure they know about the 
recommended safety levels.” 

Cllr Denise Scott-Mcdonald, 
the cabinet member for 
community wellbeing and 
public health, added: “Sunbeds 


can sometimes be marketed as 
a ‘controlled way’ of getting 
a ‘safer tan’. But actually, 
sunbeds are no safer than 
exposure to the sun itself, 
and the amount of UV people 
receive varies enormously too. 
Research states that sunbeds 
provide no positive health 
benefits. And using a sunbed 
before you go on holiday 
doesn’t protect against 
further damage from the sun 
while you’re away. Using a 
sun bed once or more a month 
could increase the chances 
of developing skin cancer by 
more than 50%. It may seem 
like a safe way to tan but there 
are lots of dangers around it.”

1. NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Council of the Royal Borough of Greenwich (hereinafter referred to as “the Council”) on 
I Oth August made the above-mentioned Orders under section 9 of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984, as amended. The 
Orders will come into operation on 18th August 2015. 

2. The general effect of the Orders will be on an experimental basis to remove the five parking places situated in Mycenae Road, 

between Westcombe Park Road and No. 107 Mycenae Road and replace them with Westcombe CPZ permit holders parking 

places that would operate between 9 a.m. and 6.30 p.m. Monday to Saturdays inclusive with a maximum stay period of 2 

hours and a no return period of 2 hours.

Woodlands 
Farm in Shooters Hill is hosting 
a series of hat walks over three 
evenings where visitors can 
learn about these fascinating 
mammals first hand.

have three different species of bat 
on the farm, the soprano pipistrelle, 
common pipistrelle and noctule bat, 
so we have both the smallest bat and 
one of the largest bats in the UK here. 

“Our bat walks are a fantastic 
opportunity to discover more about 
these amazing creatures. The bat 
detectors allow us to hear their calls 
as they feed and if we are lucky 
we hopefully will see them as well. 
Pipistrelle bats feed on about 3,000 
insects a night so they are normally 
very active feeding in woodland 
clearings and along our hedgerows. 

“As well as bats we have lots of 
other -nocturnal wildlife including 
hedgehogs and tawny owls so with any 


luck we will also have a chance to see 
and hear these elusive animals too.”
